On one occasion Hemingway 
killed a rhinoceros at the invita- 
tion of a game ranger, who told 
the author the rhino had been 


wounded earlier and was too dan- 
gerous to be allowed to live. 


“CAME AT A TROT” 
Of this incident, Hemingway 


wrote: 

‘He (the rhino) came at a trot 
that turned into a gallop. I let 
him come much further than it 
was good for either of us in order 
to be truly sure. 

“As the .577 fired he whirled 
with the shot and you could not 
see him in the rising red dust. 
. Outside game reserves, wild 
animals run both ways. Wounded 
rhinos run one way—right at 
you.” 

Memingway apparently did his 
other hunting with a camera, in- 
cluding ‘“‘shots’’ of animals at 
night. 

“At night it is another world,” 
he wrote. “All the beasts that nev- 
er show themselves in the daylight 
have their life at night. 

“T had always thought that night 
was Our Lord's gift to blind men 
but it is the happiness and free- 
hold of the animals that have eyes 
too valuable to expose to the light

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Coffee Consumers 


Face More Shocks 


“Consumers are screaming to high 
heaven about the increased price of coffee. 
Being confirmed addicts ourselves, we 
wholeheartedly sympathize and want the 
price to go down instead of up. 

Unfortunately, the economic facts of 
life say that we've seen nothing yet. In 
fact, the price is expected to continue to 
increase during the coming year perhaps 
to as high as $1.25 per pound. 

. The reason is simple enough and we 
might as well try to understand it instead 
of blaming it on some conspiracy to fleece 
the poor consumer. Those who want to 
see the law of supply and demand func- 
tion at all times have a perfect example. 


The damage was done last July when 
frosts hit the coffee farms in Brazil and 
cut their production by one-fifth. That 
country supplies us with 50 per cent of 
our green coffee beans. Even before that, 
the growing world consumption had ex- 
ceeded production for several years. The 
difference was made up from stocks piled 
up during the war. These stocks are near- 
ing depletion. Demand is soaring. 

What happened? 

. A Wall Street Journal story points ut 
tHat the price of a pound of coffee beans 
shet from about 57 cents in mid-Novem- 
ber to a record 74 cents early this month. 
This is now being reflected in increases in 
the prices of roasted coffee at retail in 
Vatying amounts. 

+The average jump in the last few days 
has been three cents per pound. The price 
of green coffee has jumped far more than 
thdt, as these figures show, and the full 
impact will not be felt until the stocks of 
cheaper coffee now on hand begin to be 
exhausted. 

‘At the present rate of consumption, 
says the Wall Street Journal survey, the 
world’s coffee drinkers will consume 
about a million bags more than expected 
exportable production in the current crop 
year. That means further dwindling in 
stoeks. 

Granted that next year is a good crop 
year, coffee prices could go down in 1955. 
But at the present rate of production and 
consumption, high prices are with us for 
qnite a while. Brazil and other producers 
no. doubt will step up production. But it 
takes a coffee plant five years to produce 
a bean. 

Of course, there’s always the chance 
that the product could price itself out of 
the market and that lowly tea will get a 
break. But thus far there’s no signs of it 
throughout the country. People are grip- 
ing and still buying coffee. They are 
likely to do a lot more of the former 
before there is a change. 

Don’t like it? Well, there is tea. It 
provides the same effect.

Berlin Conference Is 


Climax of Frustrations 


The meeting of the Big Four foreign 
ministers that opens today in Berlin is not 
likely to produce many concrete results. 
The mere fact of negotiations, however, 
will place the issues that divide the East 
and West into clearer perspective. 

The conference should give the West 
seme inkling of any new trends in Soviet 
foreign policy. It should reveal, if any- 
thing, whether there is any more chance 
of agreement than there has been over the 
past miserable and frustrating decade of 
trying to get along with the Russians. 

The Reds will want to talk about 
everything except the real purpose of the 
conference, whether there is any possi- 
bility of achieving a united Germany. 
They will bargain and haggle over small 
points, but their aim is likely to remain 
the same. Their big objectives are still to 
prevent German integration into the 
Western defense setup and to split the 
United States from its allies. 

* At this session the Russians will be 
facing a more formidable array against 
them than at any previous meeting. The 
West, led by the United States, will nego- 
tiate from a position of strength and with 
reviewed confidence.

Sen. Kennedy of Massachusetts ap- 
plauds a proposal approved by the House 
Ways and Means Committee that would 
make interest on “industrial development 
bonds” issued by state and local govern- 
ments subject to federal taxes. The meas- 
ure, of course, is aimed at the South. 


We doubt that it will have much ef- 
fect, even if passed by the House. Such 
bonds have played small part in the in- 
dustrial growth of the South. But as a 
prophecy of like measures to come, it is 
well to take note. 


The action is applauded, too, by Wal- 
ter Raleigh, executive vice president of 
the New England Council, who says: “We 
think the South’s industrial development 
should be done in accordance with the ac- 
cepted principles of free enterprise.” 


Let's pause right here. Is it free en- 
terprise to prohibit the development of 
a section by government interference? Is 
it fair to clamp restrictive legislation on 
a section’s growth? 

New England should know. For more 
than a century the South felt the whiplash 
of that region's “fair competition” and her 
methods of enriching New England pock- 
etbooks through restrictions on Southern 
progress imposed by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

Who Didn’t Yield 


There has been much discussion. as to the 
judgment that should be passed on fighting 
men who were taken captive in Korea and 
who weakened under threats, hardships or tor- 
ture. Those who have never faced what they 
faced may well be hesitant in criticizing them. 
No one of us knows in advance how much he 
can stand. Not all of us are born with the 
physical and moral, courage needed to endure 
and exist under conditions of captivity and we 
cannot always acquire what we are not ‘born 
with. 

But whatever we think of those who yielded 
to their captors to save themselves pain or 
to gain privileges, there is no confusion at all 
as to those who did not yield. Secretary of 
the Navy Robert Anderson has conferred deco- 
rations in a Pentagon ceremony on five ma- 
rines who stubbornly refused, in the words of 
the citation, “‘to bear false witness against 
their country.” 

These are not the only five men to deserve 
this honor, but they were selected after a rig- 
orous examination of their records. Their 
names will be forgotten by most of us, but it 
is good to let them be read off once more: 
Lt. Cols. William G. Thrash and John N. Me-

Yet the 
combined Negro population of 
these 10 states exceeds the Negro 
population of South Carolina by 
more than a million. 

New York according to the 1950 
census has 918,000 Negroes but em- 
ploys less than 3,000 Negro teach- 
ers. South Carolina with 822,000 
Negroes employs 8,845 Negro 
teachers.

The first candidate to appear on Georgia's gubernatorial scene, 
Rep. Charles L. Gowen of Brunswick, is described by political writers 


as an “anti-Talmadge’’ man. 


In Mr. Gowen's case, this presumably means that he is not among 
the governor’s inner circle, that he is a legislator who probably has 
opposed the administration on. more occasions than.he has supported 
it, and that he is among those in the General Assembly who will not 
go down the line on any given measure simply because it is proposed 


by Gov. Herman Talmadge. 

We hope that when the field of 
gubernatorial candidates finally 
has taken shape, the various as- 
pirants will not be divided into two 
classes — ‘‘pro’- Talmadge” and 
“anti-Talmadge.’’ Governor Tal- 
madge’s term soors will have ex- 
pired, and there is no reason why 
Georgians, in selecting a new chief 
executive, should have to choose 
between one candidate who belongs 
to the Talmadge clique and another 
who doesn’t. 

It would be much more whole- 
some if none of the candidates 
were brarided in advance; let them 
run on their own man, as it were, 
and not on the basis of how much 
political string-pulling they can get 
from behind the scenes. 

For many years, Georgia politics 
has been governed, more or less, 
by a sort of vague, indescribable 
issue which came to be called ‘*Tal- 
madgeism.’” The term and the 
issue originated with the elder 
Talmadge, Eugene, the father of 
our present Governor. 

Frankly, we have never known 
exactly what ‘Talmadgeism” 
meant, unless it stood for a_politi- 
cal philosophy of extreme con- 
servatism, of agitating the racial 
issue, and of playing .up to. the 
“wool hat boys” at the expense of 
the “‘city slickers.” 

There were only two poiitical 
forces in Georgia, and they were 
everiastingly at each other's 
throat, with the electorate unable 
to hunt any fresh game outside of 
the preserve. An independent can- 
didate just didn’t have any chance 
at all. 

We believe that. Governor Her- 
tian Talmadge. himself will

that, politically and otherwise, 
Georgia has come of age, Many of 
the issues which gave birth to 
“Talmadgeism,”’ and the forces 
which opposed it, have resolved 
themselves or are in the process of 
being. resolved. Through education 
and understanding, and the dulling 
of the edges of prejudice, the rela- 
tions between the races have 
steadily improved. Through scien- 
tific, technological, economic and 
other advances, the problems of 
the rural folks and. the city dwell- 
ers have moved closer together, 
and now many if not most of them 
are almost identical. 

There is little to distinguish the 
works, and the policies, and the 
philosophy of Governor Herman 
Talmadge from those of the gov- 
ernor of any other Southern state, 
or indeed of any state in the unién. 
Northernerg who have interviewed 
our Governor, or put questions to 
him on the radio or television, 
seemed surprised at his level-head- 
edness, his reasonableness, and his 
broadness of mind. They had heard 
that the Talmadges were dema- 
gogues and rabble-rousers.. They 
found that, in the case of Herman 
Talmadge, they were mistaken. 

What we mean to bring out in 
these comments ifs that since the 
state of Georgia has come of age, 
it is time for ofr politicians to act 
their age — by breaking up the 
cliques which so long have domi-

it possible for a candidate to run 


and be elected on his own plat- 
form, not that of one of the two 
“forces” which are either “for” or 
“against” some vague, nebulous 


philosophy.

They claim 
that only a small per cent of the 
cases involved so-called ‘‘loyal- 
ty”’ matters and that a mislead- 
ing impression is given by the 
2,200 figure. That's a customary 
maneuver here to force informa- 
tion into the open. 

The so-called ‘‘liberals’’ can’t 
have it both ways-—they cannot 
insist: that innocent persons shall 
not be smeared and yet be par- 
ties themselves to a process 
which inevitably must lead to 
disclosure of all the sordid facts 


about some of those employes in 
the government who have done 
improper things either in their 
repeated contacts with Commur 
nist sympathizers or who may 
become potential security risks 
in the. future because of personal 
habits involving abnormal — be- 
havior in the past.

Plugging ‘Safety, a Fickle Friend | 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (INS)—Ernest Hemingway, feared | 
killed in a plane crash in East Africa yesterday, wrote in | 
his last published article of an ‘excessive emphasis on 
safety, a fickle friend.”’ | 

The statement, in an article for Look Magazine pub- 
lished two weeks ago, was a reference to a chiding remark 
by his wife, Mary, to a passage discussing how ‘‘safe’’ hunt- 
ing in Africa can be. Hemingway wrote: 

*“(Nairobi), for a foreigner with no one with a grudge 
against him is safer than New York, five times safer than 
parts of Chicago and most certainly safer than Brooklyn, the 
Bronx, Central Park at night or Cooke City, Mont., on the | 
date of the celebration of the old-timer's fish fry. | 

“The bush is perfectly safe for a white hunter. He has to 
belong to the White Hunter's Association and after being ap- 
prenticed and qualified, he is licensed and disciplined by 
them.

Hollywood may deserve a lot of the criticism it gets, I don't 
know. But it interests me that about the time the clergy was 
perturbed about the destructive influence of the movie capital ] 
got a letter from a press agent friend who is with the Robert 
Taylor-Kleanor Parker company maikng a picture called ‘Valley 
of the Kings’’ in Egypt.
